He is a $20,000 man, that is, he is 
getting as much, week by Veek, as 
the man with $20,000 who depends 
solely upou the income from his in- 
vestmenta and who dosa not work for j 
a living. ' 

The man who earns $40 a week 
has about the same income as the in- 
vestor with $40,000 pot out at in- 
terest at 5 per cent.

It can be. called s com- 
modity becanse it can be sold bj its 
owner the same as any ether posses- 
sion he may have.
